Negro Had Made Confession. 

Thursday night bloodhounds were 
placed on the scent, and followed ic 
to Hammonds’ home.

Save for a few scratches 
reecived in her struggles, Virginin 
was not injured, and was back in 
school Thursday. 

In a special effort to administer 
speedy justice, Hammonds was ar-| 
raigned, his plea of guilty heard, 
and he was’ sentenced by Judgc 
Woolfolk to 10 years’ imprisonment. 
The Sheriff was waiting to place 
him in the train for Jefferson City 
when a band of 60 men and youths 
arrived in automobiles, broke down 
the door of the ticket office where 
the Sheriff had locked himself and 
his prisonér, and took the negro.

Jack Britton, welter- 
weight champion, who was in Le- 
vinsky’s corner when Carpentier 
flattened him, picks Dempsey, and 
Says that he does not see how Car- 
pentier can win against Demp- 
sey’s youth, vigor, punch and re- 
eent fighting.

Always Two Sides to It . 
NE of the queerest mysteries 


in the world is the fact that no 
matter how unequa) a match may 
have seemed prior to its arrange- 
ment, when the affair reaches a 
contract stage hosts of arguments 
invariably are marshaled by both 
sides to prove each rival the prob- 
able winner. No hope seems to9o 
forlorn to be without supporters. 

There really never was a chance 
for the poor old hulk of a Jef- 
fries, sufferer from .a_ serious 
trouble at one time, absent from 
the ring for five or,six years and 
absolutely refusing to train by 
boxing, to cope with the virile ne- 
gro heavyweight Johnson. Yet Jeff 
was favorite.

Consider Georges. 
ND now we come to Carpent- 


tier, Bo, a war-wrecked hero 
of the flying corps, whose physi- 
cal and nervous condition was 
such that he had to be invalided 
out of active service after two or 
three years of the war had passed. 

We are asked to give this phy- 
sical interrogation mark an equal 
chante with Dempsey, despite the 
facts that Georges, in his heyday, 
was stopped by two U. S. middle- 
weights and one welterweight, 
lost to a 33-year-old negro and 
won on a foul from the second- 
rate heavyweight, Gunboat Smith, 
after having been knocked down. 
To concede him a good chance 
with Dempsey we must forget al] 
this, and also the facts that Demp- 
sey is three or four years younger, 
the world’s greatest puncher and 
possesses all physical advantages 
over’ Carpentier, including height 


and weight. 


There is such a thing as a rea- 
sonable doubt, In all cases where 
fighters have never met before; 
but in this case one has to be cred- 
ulous to concede an even chance 
to Carpentier, with his 15 to 20 
pounds weight inferiority, his lack 
of ad@quate fighting for seven 
years, his greater age, his tortured 
physique and his besmirched rec- 
ord that on this side of the water 
wo not have entitled him to 
consideration.

The argument that if the party 
power passes bad bills, it would be good 
politics for the opposite party to kt 
them go into effect, has little logic 
support it. The welfare of the people is 
the supreme law, and any legislation ap- 
rarentiy hastile thereto should be re- 
ferred to the people in the way provided 
b# the Constitution. 

The judicial redistricting 
abolishés the 38 existing 
creates 3% new districts in 
operates to legislate some 14 Democratic 
Judges, elected by the people, out of 
office, and gives the Governor power to 
name their successors, although the con- 
etitutional provision itself vests no such 
authority in the Governor. 4 ' 

The so-called budget bill vests in the 
Department of Budget all the powers of 
the State Tax Commission, but it does 
much more. By section 12 the Commis- 
gioner of Budget required to divide 
the department into two bureaus, one to 
be known ‘as the Bureau of Taxation and 
Estimate, and the other as the Bureau 
cf purchase. Section 14 provides: 

“The Bureau of purchase shal! have 
supervisory control of the purchase of all 
supplies of every kind and character by 
cr for the State,’or any of its depart- 
ments, boards, commissions, bureaus, 
branches, institutions and officers’: and 
“supervisory contro] over. the sale and 
Cisposal of alk matters and things pro- 
<uced in whole or in part at any insti- 
tution of the State,” etc 

The above and other extravagant pow- 
ers conferred on the bureau by the bill 
60’ outraged some of the new State offi- | 
cers that they opposed the bill very vig- 
o1ously, and in order to placate them a 
rrovision was inserted in the bill that 
as to purchases made by State officers 
eiected at large, “the Department of) 
Budget shall have the power only to 
make recommendations in the interest of | 
economy and efficiency.” 

Bad as are the bills particularly al- 
lufied to, they do not bode go much ill 
toi representative government as do the) 
consolidation measures which vest un-| 
precedented powers in one man. 

The recent election in St. Louis was | 
a Bignal demonstration of machine pow- 
er. The united efforts of all the news- 
tapers published in the city were un- 
availing to disrupt the machine or de-' 
feat ite candidate, elected for the third | 
time. Will such another political ma- 
chine be permitted to be established at 
the State Capital’?

LINCOLN ON LIBERTY. 

INCOLN, in a letter to a friend in 1858, 
said: “I believe I have made some marks 
which will tell for the cause of civil lib- 
erty long after I am géne.”” And they will 
tell if we will listen. What he said was true, 
is true and ever will be while man exists. We 
have no slaves today, you say? No. We have 
liberty. Have we? He spoke thus of liberty: 

“It is the eternal struggle between these two 
principles, right and wrong, throughout the 
world. They are the two principles that have 
stood face to face from the beginning of time, 
and will ever continue to struggle. The one is 
the common right of humanity, and the other 
the divine right of Kings. It is the same spirit 
that says, ‘You toil and work and earn bread, 
and I'll eat it? No matter in what shape it 
comes, whether from the mouth of a King who 
seeks to bestride the people of his own nation 
and live by the fruits of their labor, or one 
race of men as an apology for enslaving an- 
other race it is the same tyrannical principle.’ ” 

Plainly, Lincoln's idea of liberty is not based 
on property: rights. Note for speech in 1858: 

“Give to him that is needy,’ is the Christian 
rule of charity; but “Take from him that {is 
needy is the rule of slavery.’ 

In another speech:

Necessity of Having to Live | 
IAke “Poor Furopeans.” 

By the Associated Press. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, April 30.—| 
The Turkish harem is quickly passing | 

_@8 a part of the Turkish home. Pov- 

erty and the need for house room 

are the causes. 

The Turkish pashas, effendis, beys 
and all the well-to-do of other days 
whose hories were divided into the 
harem and the haremlike, that is, 
one-half of a mansion or palace for 
the women and the other for the men, | 
are parting with this luxury as they 
have parted with their carriages, 
horses, jewels and lands. The peas- 
ants still keep a division of their 
houses for the privacy of their wives 
and daughters and children. | 

Many Turkish women deplore the) 
necessity which compels them to live 
like the “poor European.” They de-'| 
clare that they were happler when 
living apart, that the home was 
easier to manage and their husbands, 
too. 

In Constantinople the majority of 
the private houses show this divi 
sion, but the chance to rent one side 
of the house, or else the requisitions 
of allied troops, has caused families 
to live together in only one-half of 
their home. 

Foreigners are getting for the first 
time a peep«<into the more aristo- 
cratic of these bid homes, until now 
hidden in the mystery of protecting 
garden walls, latticed windows and 
huge gates, or doorways. The visit 
often reveals a charming interior, 
with room, walls and ceilings deco- 
rated with fresco paintings and 
mosaics showing charming view of 
mosques, mountains, seas, forests, | 
or rovers of the old emplre. 

As the homes are vacated, their! 
elaborate Huropean furniture, to-| 
gether with much of the collections 
of brocades, gossamer silks and fine,

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Legion of Amateur “Near Inventors Failed 


to Produce Usetul Device During the War 


Out of 110,000 “inventions” submitted 
to Naval Consulting Board only one 
in each thousand justified further 
examination and but one of extire 
numiber was put in operation—Per- 
sons who thoroughly understood 
subjects handled alone had ideas

MERICAN inventiveness and the millions of 
inventors (for every second American in- 
vents something) have been subjected to 
comprehensive analysis and appraisal. The 
results sum an tmprcssive body of. facts. 

During the war much ado was made of 
the mobiliza‘ion of American inventive- 
ness. A cal! was issucd to inventors, great and small, 
to turn their .talents toward the winning of the war. 
The Government made great provision to utilize the 
abilitics.of the vast number of Americans who habitu- 
ally turm their wits to mechanical devisings. In par- 
ticular, the Naval Consulting Poard was formed to 
receive, examine and experiment upon inventions re- 
ceived from the public. The board was headed by 
Thomas A. Edison and incicvded an imposing body of 
experts. Ji was obvious that, if nothing else. the 
Naval Consulting Board would effect a wholesale ex- 
amination of the bnown inventive proclivities of most 
Americans, and the data gleaned from the big experi- 
ment has been awaited with much interest. The data, 
afier lengthy analysis and compilation, now comes 
to the public in the form of a volume issued by the 
Government Priniing Office, detailing the work of the 
Naval Consulting Poard. 

The first ite-o that catches the eye shows that great 
disappointmen! came to those who anticipated vast war 
contributions from American inventiveness. One hun- 
dred and ten thousand inventions were submitted to 
the board. Of these 10@890 were found worthless on 
first examination: 110 were sent to committees for 
further examiination. Of these 110° but one was put 
into operation. This lone one was the Ruggles orien- 
tator, a mechanism for testing the ability of a candi- 
date for aviation to sustain the dizzying motions of 
fiying. 

The inventions section of the General Staff, United 
States army, received 25.000 ideas and suggestions from 
the public, of which but 25 escaped rejection at sight. 

In answer to the question: What was the trouble? 
the report specifies many things, and these thines teil 
a great deal about that interesting, too-often pathetic 
person, the citizen inventor. 

The majority of the suggestions received by the 
board from the public concerned well-'‘nown problems. 
In many cases the inventor merely stated the goai to 
he achieved, with nothing of the means to be pursued, 
and thought it an invention. Thus an invention might 
be the proposal to {se nets to guard ships from tor- 
pedoes. 

A clear understanding of the inventions was in al- 
most all cases difficult because of defective expres- 
sion on the part of the inventor. 

Many of the inventors suggested something al- 
ready in use, or that had been used and abandoned 
for the sa‘e of a better thing. There was a great. 
lack of knowledge on the part of inventors as to 
devices already existing that served the same pur- 
pose proposed by the inventor. 


Most of the inventors who devised naval im- : 


provements knew nothing of the behavior of a boat 
at sea. 
water as a corroding agency, and that there was KR 
a limit to deck space. 

Most of the proposed inventions in regard to 
airplanes were for attachments and improvements. HN 
Three-fourths of the inventors were not familiar ~ 
with the principles of aero-dynamics. Probably 
not over 2 per cent had any experience in flying. 
Most of the inventors did not understand the 
present state of the art they sought to improve. 

An inventor came to a well-known newspaper 
efitor witb an invention that would dispense with 
metallic type. It was beautifully worked out— 
perfect. : 

“But,” said the editor, “what is the use of it, 
since the newspapers do not want to do away 
with metallic type?” 

“Think of the enormous amount of metal that 
will be saved,” replied the inventor.” 

“Don’t you know,” said the editor, “that we use 
the same metal over and over again, ana there is 
little loss?” 

The nonpluased inventor did not know that. 

A man invented a trap for torpedoes. Any tor- 
pedo getting into it would be rendered harmless by 
the finely working mechanism. 

“But,” sald the examiner, “what are you going 
to bait it with? How are you going to get torpe- 
does into it? You will have to induce the Ger- 
mans to aim the torpedoes at your trap. else it 
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. picture a small balloon holding up an 


They failed to realize the action of salt Fd 
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A trap to catch torpedoes did not seem 
ticable to one inventor. 


will scarcely catch one in a thousand 
years.” 

Inventors suggested the same ideas 
over and over again. In many cases 
they had been anticipated by existing 
inventions. The same mistake was 
made over and over again by different 
inventors. Their minds seenied to work 
in the same channels. 

A man would send in snch a techni- 
cal thing as a helicopter and with a 
pencil s etch, but without relative di- 
mensions of different parts, weigh‘s, 
ete. The succéss or failure of such a 
device depends on these factors. 

.Inventors did not seem to realize 
how large a balloon was required to 
lift a given load. The inventor would 


airplane wiih brojen wings. He did 
not realize that if the balloon were 
large enough to sustain any consider- 
able weight it would be impractica- 
ble. 

Inventors suggested airplane pro- 
pellers which they claimed. would have 
three or four times the efficacy of pro- 
pellers in use, but they did not know 
the present relatively high efficiency 
of propellers. Hundreds of suggestions 
were sent in with regard to nets and 
plates for protection of ships. As a 
rule, the inventor did not know any- 
thing abont the sin resistance of a 
plate in its passage through the water, 
or the resistance offered by a net and 
the decrease in the speed and “handi- 
ness" of a ship brought about by its 
use. 

Many sought to stop torpedoes by 
various means without knowing that many torpedoes 
are designed to explode when stopped or deflected 
from their course. Many inventors, without knowing 
the limitations of the action of a magnet upon stee! 
or iron, suggested the use of magnets at such dis- 
tances as to make them impracticable. 


A large number of inventions were not in accord- 
ance with the laws of nature as known. The examin- 
grs were obijiged to assume the truth of certain known 
laws, such as gravity, ete., and judged inventions ac- 
cordingly. But always with the opportunity for the 
inventor to demonstrate that he had overcome these 
laws. 

Many perpetual motion cranks sent in ideas to the 
board, and those men were as*ed to present a working 
model. lt goes without saying that none did present 
a wortinge model, but.they were always convinced that 
just some little thing !ept their devive from being a 
success. For instance, the board sent a man {0 miles 
to investigate a counter-weight flywheel. When the 
inventor gave a slight push, it made almost a com- 
plete revolution, say within five degrees of completion. 
All he wanted was someone else to put it over the 
five degrees. 

In the beginning the board was without knowledge 
of the reaction of the inventors with whom it entered 
into correspondence, and therefore siated specific 
reasons for rejecting their inventions. This precipitated 
a voluminous correspondence with inventors who want-

ed to argue the question, and the board finally adopted 
the policy of not disclosing specific reasons, as by 
written communications it seemed almost impossible 
to convince any inventor, however worthless his in- 
vention might be, of its uselessness. 

Many of the men who came to the Naval Consulting 
Board, when they sat down and talked with the exam- 
iners, would, after the examination, laugh and walk 
away convinced of the futility of their idea. 

Meny inventors’ devices were more or less a refiec- 
tion of what they had reac in the newspapers. 

The result of the analysis indicates that by mental 
process alone, without experimentation and without 
familiarity with the subject matter of the art, very 
liitle need be expected in the way of valuable inven- 
tions. Only those men on the frontiers of scientific 
development and on the frontiers of the various arts 
concerned in naval warfare would be at all likely to 
diseover anything that was new or could be used by 
the Navy Department. :

The functions of carbohydrate food are: Produc- 
tion of energy and animal heat by oxidation; form 
fu‘s and possibly some proteids.

The functions of salts are: Support of the bony 
skeleton, supply of hydrosbloric acid for digestion, 
recniation of energy and nutrition.

CCORDING to an estimate based on the most 
recent income tax returns, there are, in 
round numbera, 20,000 millionaires in 
the United States.

was the person to hide the light of his affluence 
under a bushel. He has been quoted as saying 
that he ‘“wouldn’t go anywhere without riding in 
a special train,” and on numerous occasions he did 
charter special trains to take him and his staff from 
one place to another. He was always accompanied on 
his trips by a numerous assortment of secretaries, and 
at various summer resorts chartered whole floors of 
hotels to accommodate himself and his party. 


Peggy had no means at this time, the divorce bill 
sets forth, “and was compelled to engage in the busi- 
ness of play-acting in order to obtain a livelihood.” 
The petition further alleges that Peggy induced Phil- 
brick Hopkins to bring a divorce suit against her in 
the Forty-eighth District Court of Tarrant County, 
Tex. Hopkins filed his petition on Oct. 10, 1919, charg- 
ing desertion, it is stated; Peggy answered with a 
cross-bill, also charging desertion, on Dec. 15; Hopkins 
made no further appearance in the case, and his wife 
received a decree on Jan. 21, 1920. Two days later, on 
Jan. 23, she was married to Joyce, at Miami, Fla.

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How Navy Baffled U-Boats With Nursery Rhymes 


UACK! 
Quack!” 


Quark! 


Teufelsdorff of the 
-German Intelligence 
Department solemnly 
setting- down the 


strange words. 

“Filey, diddle-de-diddle, 

The cat and the fiddle.” 

That must have been as puz- 
zling as: 

““Ride-a-cock an to Banbury cross," “Little Jack 
Horner sat in his corner,” “Jack and Jill weni up the 
hill,” and similar extraordinary statements pic*ed out 
of the air by listening Germans, and sent to Berlin for 
translation and for study by their code specialists. 

What did the herr professors make of them? 

What did they make of such scemincly meaningless 
combinations of words as “corn mush” and “high-low- 
jack"? 

Doubtless there were profound consultations. I can 
vision the research carried into libraries, where all 
available “Amerikana”™ was ransacked for a clue to 
the mystery. Mother Goose, no doubt, was discovered 
as the source of the rhymes, and her history was 
studied for some possible explanation of their use. 
I can imagine heated debates between rotund and rubi- 
cund literati as to the occult significance of these quo- 
tations from the nursery songs of the United States. 
l can imagine erudite and elaborate theories advanced. 

The references to the breakfast menu of the Amer- 
ican people and to one of their popular indoor sports 
must have been hopelessly bewildering. 

The Teuton mind never could understand the Amer- 
ican mind. It was perplexed, baffled, dazed by our 
thought processes, and the more it tried to explain or 
interpret them the more mystified it became. 

So far as I know it never guessed the meaning of 
our Mother Goose messages, which sang over the North 
Sea and out on the Atlantic in wireless vibrations. 

For that matter, the British were puzzled at first 
when they picked up the queer words and phrases and 
snatches of rhyme. It sounded as if the inmates of 
a lunatic asylum had somehow got hold of a wireless 
apparatus and were calling “Quack! Quack! Quack!” 
and “Corn-meal mush” to a war-crazed world. 

“Red-white-blue” was one of the phrases which. had 
a sound of possible sense to British ears, but when 
it was amplified to “Quack! Red-white-blue!"’ even 
their smartest code experts were at a loss to inter- 
pret it. 

British naval officers at Plymouth were much con- 
cerned about these inexplicable sayings which floated 
through the atmosphere and sounded in their radio- 
phones. 

Was somebody ‘spoofing’ them and the war and the 
world in general? Or was it some new German trick? 
Some scheme of the enemy to distract attention, to 
set the British puzzling over a meaningiess mystery 
while be pulled off some plot against them? 


They were relieved when explanations were made. 
They smiled, and even chuckled politely, when they 
were told that these quaint contributions to the aerial 
communications of the war zone were merely the issu- 
ings of orders and ‘exchanges of compliments among the 
perky little American submarine chasers’ which had 
lately arrived from across the Atlantic. 

’ A saucy, high-spirited, devil-may-care lot they were, 
and they came capering into the zone of danger and 
death with laughter and song. 

I doubt if you will find in all the annals of the 
war a better picture of American psychology —the psy- 
chology of American youth in the fave of peril and 
under the high obligation of duty. Nor will you find 
anything which illustrates better why Germany lost 
the war and the allics and America won it: why our 
hurriedly trained armies played the mischief with the 
morale and fighting front of the enemy’s super-trained, 
disciplined and experienced troops. 


The child-hearted attitude toward life which’ could 
go to war talking the language of the nursery, using 
homely phrases and the songs of the cradle to conceal 
the serious messages of life and death and tragic 
action which eompose the communications of war, was 
the attitude of faith and hope and cheerful comrade- 
ship which endured all denia!s and pains without mur- 
mur, and faced all perils without flinching. 

In those days of hardship; in those days when men 
endured long vigil, whipped by wind and spray; in 
those days when sudden death lurked beneath the wave 
pra every gob kissed his sweetheart’s picture good-by 
at least once in 24 hours, you can imagine how it 
helped in the grimness and seriousness and deadly 
oppressiveness of the job to have the comic relief 
which came when your sub chaser scudded through the 
seas calling “Quack! Quack! Quack! High-low-Jack!” 
from its wireless; or when some bit of nursery lore 
sounded in your radiophone, such as a reference to 
“Mary's little lamb,’ conveying information that the 
enemy would have given all the beer in Munich to get. 

This new code, the words of which were familiar to 
every American, had the great advantage of being 
easily remembered by those for whose use it had been 
devised, and of being utterly undecipherable by the 
eneniy. 

Numbers may be confused and are hard to keep in 
mind, but a line, a verse, a combination of words 
closely associated in familiar lingo, cling to the mem- 
ory. The submarine chasers did not have distinctive 
mames, like the destroyers, but were designated by 
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numbers: S. C. 21,8. C. 38, S. C. 252, and so on. Wire- 


lees telegraphy takes numbers accurately, but those 


whortuse the wireless telephone at sea have the same 
trouble in distinguishing numbers and letters as do 
pecple using the telephone on land. So, instead of 
numbers and letter, words were used to designate sub- 
marine chasers when telephoning into the ether. 

The commander of one group named his boats in 
jingles or phrases. Three boats constituted a subma- 
rine-hunting unit. One set was known as “red-white- 
bive,” another was known as “corn-meal-mush” and a 
third as “high-low-Ja“k 

“Quack! Quack! Quack!" meant “operate at once!” 

It became an amusement with the men to make paro- 
dies on Mother Goose and other well-known rhymes 
Most of these parodies had to do with the risky job 
on which they were engaged. Here is one of them, 
paraphrasing “The Spider and the Fly”: 

“Won't you come into my area?’ said the chaser to 
the sub; 

“L'll treat you just as kindly as I would a tiger cub; 
I will listen to your motors, I will catch you without 

fail, 


‘And then, I promise, I will put some salt upon your 


tail.”™ 

The use of words instead of letters for the navy 
flag sicnals was followed by the sub chasers generally. 
Those down at Corfu, for instance, guarding the bar- 
rage across the Straits of Otranto, and chasing Aus- 
trian U-boats, had a word for every letter in the alpha- 
bet. 

The alphabet ran thus: Able, boy, cast. dog, easy, 
fox, George, have ,item, jig, king, love, Mike, Nan, 
oboe, pup, quack, rot, sail, tars, unit, vice, watch, X-ray, 


yoke, zed. 
“Able-boy!”’ was the code to °* ‘Take hunt formation-- 
distance 500 yards.” P 


Almost any necessary order or information could be 
transmitted by radiophone by means of this code. Here 
is a typical instance of how it worked when a subma- 
rine was heard:

If the submarine is not lo- 
cated, the Captain orders “Stop!”

The tube, which extends 
through the bottom of the chaser, 
is lowered, and the listener strives 
again to hear the sound of the U-boat. 

We built over 400 of these little sub 
chasers—110-foot wooden boats. We let 
the French navy have 50. They all gave a 
good account of themselves, crossing the 
ocean under their own power and weath- 


escape of enemy subs into the Mediter- 
ranean, the most dangerous stretch of 
the long water line of communications 


I can imagine Herr Josephus Daniels, former Secretary, tells how familiar Mother ee 
Goose jingles were used in wireless and draws a pic- 
ture of how puzzling certain word combinations of card 
ferms and slang must have proved when “picked up” by 
the. Germans -o- -0- -o- -0- 


They were part of the Otranto bar- 
rage, consisting of mines and three 
lines of patrol vessels—the first two 
composed of British destroyers anid 
the third of American sub chasers. The 

~~ Austrians say that barrage accounted 
for at least six U-boats. 

Our sub chasers distinguished them’ 
selves particularly in their participation in the attack 
on the Austrian naval base at Durazzo Oct. 2, 1918. 
A dozen of them escorted the British and Italian men 
of war, braving the fire of the forts and attacking the 
U-boats under a rain of shells. They emerged from 
the conflict unscathed. 


- The following dispatch from the Admirai in command 
of the British Adriatic naval force, with which they 
operated, gave me a thrill: 


“I am most gratified for the valuable service. ren- 
dered by 12 submarine chasers, under Capt. C. P. Nel- 
son, U. S. N., and Lieutenant-Commander P. D. Bas- 
tedo, U. 8S. N., whom I took the liberty of employing in 
an operation against Durazzo on Oct. 2 


“They screened heavy ships during the bombardments 
under enemy fire, also apparently destroyed definitely 
one submarine, which torpedoed H. M. S. Weymouth, 
and damaged, prohably destroyed, another submarine. 
During the returm- voyage they assisted in screening 
H. M. S. Weymouth and in escorting enemy hospital 
ship which was being brought in for examination. 
Their conduct throughout was beyond praise. They 
all returned safely, without casualties. They thorough- 
ly enjoyed themselves.” 


The most thrilling experience belongs probably to 
S. C. 28, one of the 50 we turned over to France. Alexis 
Puluhen commanded the S. C. 28. It was manned by 
French sailors. In a storm on the night of Jan. 16, 
1918, it disappeared. Its sister ships weathered the 
gale, but it was missing when the sky cleared. 


On Feb. 18, a month and two days later, we heard 
from it at the Azores, crew and commander safe and 
well. 


Puluhen telis a story of danger and hardship. Their 
engines broke down. Drifting helplessly in the white- 
capped sea, they kept watch for some friendly craft. 
Two steamers were sighted that same night and sig- 
naled, but to no avail. The S. C. 28 was leaking and 
the pumps had to be kept going constantly. Next day 
they saw the mast of a vessel] in the distance, and fired 
a saivo, but the vessel fled. 


They tried to start the engines, bu# had no !ubricat- 
ing oil. They used all the salad oil and butter. It 
was no use. The dynamo burned out. The radio would 
not work. They took the boat's linen and made sails 

of it—a fore-and-aft mainsail, a stay- 
Sail and a leg-o’-mutton™ sail at 
the smal! foremast. The crew 

Was put on the smallest ra- 

tions, drinking water was 

aoled out. So, catching a 

\ breeze, they sailed east. They 

’ were able to make about 
Fd \ four miles an hour. 

They sailed for a month. 
| They saw other ships, but 
no ship dared let them get 

o’ _ near. Doubtless they were 
ah feared as some new trick 

of the treacherous en- 

emy. Soon after dawn 
on Feb. 18, Puluhen 
sighted land. About 
noon he _ recognized 
- it as Fayal and hoist- 
ed the signal “YP**— 
“T need a tug.” A tug 
came out and towed 
him into Horta. 

The S. C. 28, after under- 
going repairs, took up 
its journey, and a little 
A later, but far better late 

than never, assumed its place 

with the other American-built 
chasers patrolling the French 
coast. What better tribute could 
there be to the seaworthiness of 
these little boats, or the heroism 
and resource of the men who 
manned them?

N DESCRIBING a great library in Paris years 
ago, Emerson said that a man would die of old 
age before he had read his way out of the first 
alcove. 

Such a description probably is as apt as any 
that could be employed when one endeavors to 
convey an idea of the mass of printed matter 
contained in some of the great book collections found 
in many parts of the world. Since the written or the 
printed word first came into use for the interchange or 
dissemination of thought, men and women throughout 
the ages have taken stylus or pen in hand: printing 
presses have rumbled, book lovers and students have ‘ 
stored, shelf upon shelf, the accumulated wisdom or 
mistaken theories of bygofle days; the modern library, 
measured in millions of miles of printed pages, is the 
result. 

One of the libraries that answer this description, and 
without doubt the oldest collection of books in the

St. Louis Uni- 
versity library is 
somewhat cloud- 
ed in mystery, 
which is a bit 
strange, when one stops to consider the usual 
care which the church takes of its records. The 
first authentic date that can be found is 1831, 
printed on the reverse side of the title page of 
each of 119 volumes of the great record of the 
English Government, together with an inscrip- 
tion of its donation to the university. This 
set of ponderous tomes begins with the Dooms- 
day Book and goes forward through the centu- 
ries of the British Parliament up to the reign of 
King George IV. The printed inscription is: 

“This book is to be perpetually preserved in 
the library of &t. Louis University. Receord 
Commission, March, 1831, C. P. Cooper, secre- 
tary.” 

In view uf the fact that only one other copy 
of this great work was sent to the United States, 
it is supposed that London must have been 
aware that St. Louis College, as it then was 
known, possessed a library. To make the record 
straight, it was not until the following year, 
1832; that the Missouri Legislature granted the 
institution its charter as a university, so the 
action of the British Record Commission was 
prophetic.

The geographies of this type pale into insignificance, 
however, when compared to the great Blaevius “Geog- 
raphy of the World,” in 11 volumes, folio, printed in 
Amsterdam in 1662. Bound in heavy sheepskin, and 
printed on parchment-like paper of wonderful strength 
and fineness, they would, as masterpieces of the print- 
ers’ art, cause the journeyman of today to gasp with 
astonishment. The whole work is profusely illustrat- 
ed in colors throughout, and though the writer has 
been associated with the printing industry all his life, 
he never has seen anything to approach this work, for 
masteriy detail, except the reproductions of the J. P. 
Morgan art collection, which is another gem of the 
St. Louls University library collection, in 17 volumes. 
The 11 volumes of the Blaevius are each devoted to 
a different continent or group of islands. The volume 
devoted to America. shows a greater familiarity with 
the southern portions of the hemisphere and the is- 
lands of the Caribbean Sea than it does with North 
America, which is divided only into Nova France, Vir- 
ginia, Florida or Nova Spain, and Mexico. Just west

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FOOD 


T IS a notable fact, writes Dr. J. S. Landford in 

the New York Medica] Journal, that in moderately 

cold countries, where large quantities of meat are 

consumed, other things being equal, man is of 
large stature, as the North Chinamen, some of the 
Russians, the Teutonic peoples, Anglo-Saxons and 
other North Country mixed breeds. 

Notwithstanding the contention of vegetarians, sci- 
ence has proved the great value of animal proteins in 
tissue building and in the sustenance of life when 
consumed in reasonable quantity. There is a quality 
in anima! proteins that stimulates cell life and func- 
tion and promotes physical and intellectual develop- 
ment that does not exist in fats, carbohydrates or 
minerals, unassisted, probably operating through pitui- 
tary stimulation. The population of the Central Pow- 
ers in the recent war suffered intensely from the lack 
of fats and proteins especially, and now it is found, 
after the starvation period, that an abundance of fats 
and carbohydrates does not rebuild without the ad- 
dition of meats. Even when inbreeding, selection and 
restrictions of climate are considered, we must admit 
that the Japanese stature has bon limited by the age- 
long restriction to vegetarianism. | 

The same proposition applies to other island peoples 
similarly situated, and many less striking examples 
can-—be found. A fact of singular interest is that where 
Oriental races have drifted away in early periods to 
more productive lands, where game and fruit were 
abundant, a larger growth has been attained. No 
finer physical men exist than some of the Pa- 
cific islanders, especially the Polynesian New Zea- 


landers. 


people, such as the Chinese, Hindus and others, as 
related to food supply, is due to several causes: over- 
population. and hunger over long periods; a mo- 
notonous rice diet; the lack of animal@proteins, the 
meat animal in the Orient being absent or held sacred, 
esthetic tastes barring anima! foods. 

The races that have attained the best development 
and made the greatest intellectual and commercial 
progress have been favorably located, with ports open 
to all the world, attracting ample supplies of a great 
variety of foods, including proteins, as the Greeks and 
Romans, and the well-favored modern peoples. 

A monotonous food, though of animal protein, is not 
wholesome, for the Arctic peoples, the Eskimos, Laps 
and others, whose food is highly nitrogenous, are of 
short stature. It is probable, however, that this is in 
part due to the hunger of the long winters, recurring 
famine and the age-long conflict with the cold. Dr. 
Helen Churchill Semple, a profound student of races 
and a distinguished authority, says that the dwarf 
races of Africa live almost exclusively on meat, a mo- 
notonous diet, and that the supply is often precarious. 
She is referring to the Bushmen, who are desert hunt- 
ers: the Watmas, who are hunters of big game, and 
to the Hottentots, who are herders on uncertain grass 


~“Jands. These races have all suffered much from. scant 
‘supply and monotony of food, and while they have not 


had to contend with intense cold, they may haye had 
to endure a good deal from climatic disease. 

Alpine people are of short stature, and the higher 
the altitude the shorter the measurements. In the 
more woderately high altitudes they have a little meat 
and some vegetables, but in the. higher altitudes the 
lack of pasturage makes it too expensive to raise food 
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stock and they subsist largely on dairy products. 

Many examples might be cited showing the influ- 
ence of the food supply on racial growth of island, 
continental, mountain, desert and coastal peoples. The 
Jewish people have suffered a decided shortening of 
stature from two causes, prolonged persecution and 
hardships in various countries and from the inhibiting 
influences of city life; and yet they are singularly 
long lived on account of their custom of carefully se- 
lecting food and the sanitary precautions taken in 
their food, especially meat. 


Huge Bottle Forms Home 
TRANGERS wandering about the shores of Pine 
Island Make, in New Hampshire, are likely to re- 
ceive something of a shock upon encountering 
suddenly in the woods the apparition of a huge 

bottle, competing with the trees themselves in height, 
savs Popular Mechanics Magazine for April, in an il- 
lustrated article. The giant flask, 35 feet in height 
and 10 feet in diameter, is made of wood, and forms 
the main part of a summer house. Inside it is three 
stories high, containing a circular dining room on 
the first floor and sleeping chambers of similar form 
on the second and third, with a stairlike ladder con- 
necting them.

St. Louis University’s Notable Library 


was named Apalatey, and the mountains 
were called: in his honor the Apalatey 
Mountains.” 

When he read this note a few days ago, 
Father Lawrence J. Kenny, dean of the 
department of history of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, admitted it was the first time 
he had known the derivation of the name 
“Apallachian Mountains.” 

In the direct opposite of this vague 
knowledge of the mainland of North 
America, is the information given con- 
cerning South America and the islands. 
Bermuda, for instance, is shown with 
survey lines dividing various numbered 
tracts, and the names of all of*the own- 
ers of the parcels are given. In case of a 
dispute over land titles in Bermuda, this 
old work would prove as valuable as it 
did in the case of the boundary discussion 
between Venezuela and British Guiana, 
when Grover Cleveland, as the referee, 
settled the matter by the maps appearing 
in Blaevius. The copy submitted to Mr. 
Cleveland probably came from the British 
Museum, as there is no record of a dupli- 
cate set of the university’s copy being 
owned in the United States. 

Another geographical bit of great in- 
terest to students is a copy of the Wal- 
desee-Mueller map of the world, the first 
map ever to show the newly discovered 
Western Hemisphere, which for the first 
time was named “America,” after Ameri- 
cus Vespucius, who had just completed 
his voyages of exploration. This rare 
treasure, printed in 1506, was lost to the 
world for four centuries. It accidentally 
wus found in the Castle of Wolfegg, in 
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Wurttemberg, where it lay covered with 
the dust of ages, by Rev. Joseph Fischer, 
S. J. of the house of Innsbruck, Austria, 
about 20 years ago. Of such great im- 
portance was the discovery that Father 
Fischer, who was a specialist in geography 
and history, compiled an entire book con- 
cerning the map, whose existence was a 
vague tradition among the savants of the 
church. One of the copies of the limited 
edition of this work, containing a re- 
production of the map, is filed away in 
the rare-book room at St. Louis “U.” 

To attempt to describe in detail all the 
printed treasures at the university would 
call for another volume. But a resume 
of some of the things, both important and 
rare, doubtless would interest book lovers 
and scholars. Aside from the works men- 
tioned, there is Migne’s Patrology, 377 
quarto tomes, giving the history of the 
early days of the church, and representing 
the work of 221 Latin and 156 Greek fa- 
thers.

In addition to these rare works, there 
are 53,471 volumes, covering every known 
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topic, in the general library, which is lo- 
cated in the north wing of the adminis- 


‘tration building. This room is 79 feet 


long, 50 feet wide, and its height of 67 
feet permits of four floors, constructed 
balcony style; each loaded with tier upon 
tier of books. When this room was 


’ opened in 1887 it had ample space for,the 


university's collection,, but this soon was 
outgrown. Therefore, additional. books 
have been placed in subsidiary libraries, 
according to their subjects and the depart- 
ment they best could serve. Under this 
arrangement the institute of law has 9000 
volumes, philosophy, 2264; arts and sci- 
ences, 6500; medical and dental, 6300; 
young men’s sodality, 5485; commerce 
and finance, 1050, and divinity, 7000. 

This makes a total of 91,070 volumes, 
or one book a day for 252 years.
